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WORD STAR - Quick Tips 
‘The "TOPIC OF THE NIGHT’ for the last seeting was an introductory to wordstar.Rather 
a structured ‘course’ the subject matter tended to wonder around various 
Wordstar that some of the users found of interest.For the benefit of the 
menbers who were not there I have put down some of the ideas discussed at the meeting. 
For the beginners the quickest vay to come to grips vith Wordstar is to use it.I know of 
no other program that can intimidate the nev user as quickly as Mordstar vith it's 
apparent millions of command options just waiting to entrap the unwary.So to come to 
grips with this monster,filter out all the escoteric commands and stick vith the main 
functions and discover the other more exotic commands vhen you need thes 
To this end the first suggestion is to turn the menu help options off -or at least set 
the help level to 2.(from a document type "Jh2<cr>).To make sense of some of the 
commands learn to use the standard cursor movement keys.On the Osborne your arrow keys 
Mill replicate the functions of the E(UP) X(DOWN) D(CHAR RIGHT) S(CHAR LEFT).I£ you look 
fat these keys you vill see they fora a rough diamond shape.Now the Author of Wordetar 
had speed in mind,and using this dianond as it's center allocated other keys to provide 
Similar fore extensive functions.Lets look at some.Do try thea.With use you will” start 
to see the logic of Wordstar at vork.All the keys below are control. keys.(Hold the 
<CTRL> key down then press the appropriate key).

Armed with this information lunge in and just type as you vould with a typewriter-You 
have enough command over the machine to enter text,pove around it and to erase mistakes 
and make corrections. 

Thats all there is for a beginner to learn to start being productive with Wordstar.After 
some practice you will probably want to use sose of the other functions Vordstar has to 
offer."Sose trick but how do I find the appropriate comands.If I do not know they 
exist?" 

Bach of the menus in Wordstar is concerned with a central theme or series of 
function.Once you can identify these themes and associate thes with what you want to 
do,then all that is left is to read off the options displayed for that menu, 











Main Menu, This is the main menu that is displayed during TEXT ENTRY.It just shows you 
which keys to press for cursor movesent and deleting text. This is the first, 
menu to get rid of. Besides cluttering up half the screen most of thi 
information is redundant because you are already using most of the comand 
‘options shovn. 

*o ONSCREEN menu.With Wordstar what you see on the screen is what will be prin- 
ted.So any commands that change the way the text vill look on the screen 
will be associated with this menu.Some of those commands are for setting 

tab stops,hyphen help, justification or centering of 








” PRINT OPTIONS menu.There are some things thet you can do with text in 
Wordstar that will change the appearance of text vhen printed but can not be 
easily displayed on the screen vhen the text is entered.An example of this 
would be Bold Print or Underlining.The commands on the PRINT OPTIONS menu 
are instructions that will be sent to your PRINTER at the time of printing 
to start or stop super or subscripting,strikeover double printing ete. 

* BLOCK menu.This is a silly prefix for this menu.The BLOCK menu is concerned 
with chunks of text whether is moving or copying a BLOCK of text vithin our 
document,or reading a FILE of text into our document.Think of building 
BLOCKs of text or files.If it concernes movenent of chunks of text you will 
probably find it here. 

'Q QUICK menu. This gives the operator hyperdrive vhen using Wordstar. Anything 
associated with speeding things up,like going to the TOP or BOTTOM, finds: 

or ‘replacing something QUICKLY or just getting the machine to’ repeat 

keystrokes for you can be found here. 

HELP menu. Another silly prefix.If there is anything you wish to be reminéed 

‘about Wordstar that is not on the other Menus,here is vhere you vill find 

‘ut about thes.Explore! This is also the place to change the various 

"levels' of help offered by Wordstar. 














‘That about wraps it up for the introduction to Wordstar.Some other aspects of the use of 
Wordstar were discussed and.these coments I vill address to the more experienced 
Wordstar users, 


TPs! 
Through the use of dot commands and by changing some of the onscreen flags,Wordstar can 
Produce alnost variety of text manipulation or fornat.The key to efficient use is 

1, Work out the appropriate dot commands and ruler line (tab stops) layouts 

for your various page sizes and document fornats and save then in small 

files on disk.Then when you wish to type a memo on AS or use a company 
Letterhead you can use just load in the appropriate dot comands to modify 
the page layout without having to manually re-enter thes 
You can use the ‘OF command to reset the current margins by placing your 
Cursor somevhere on a line and typeing "OF.The left and right margins vill 
be set to that lines width, 


3, To set up a ruler line enter a text line as you see on the top of your 
‘screen vhere:

You can generate zillion different ruler Lines Like the above and store thea in a 

ruler line file or inclode then in a document file ( see 1.). One of the most useful 

Onscreen comands is "0G (paragr Te function is to temporarily (for the current 

Paragraph) set the left hand margin to the next tab stop.It can be invaluable for 

formatting your text in an interesting vay.The major hastle is that <ctrl> 0G for every 

tab stop to be used is a pain in the butt after the five thousands peragraph.That 

where the Osborne function keys come to the rescue! TaDa(!!.By defining one of your 

number keys to represent <CTRLD0G this annoying keystroke sequence is converted toa 

quick and simple flick.This is a sneaky way of getting to one of the best features 

offered on the Osborne.Elsevhere in this issue Milton has collected ‘some sekamples of the 

ay other users have customised the allocation of their function to make life easier 

when using various prograns.Wordstar is a very poverful vord processing program but all 

must admit some of the command sequences are really dreadfull.Belov 4s ay ovn, receipt 

for setting up the function keys for more convenient word” processing.0 *-control 

hyphen.This makes for easier character erase than having to fumble to the top rov of the 

keyboard.
